A SONG ECHOES IN HUMAN HEARTS. 
It is good to read that the people of New York got to­ 
gether to raise funds for destitute J a mes W. Bla ke, 70- 
v ear-old author of that fa mous song, “ The Sidewa lks of 
New York.” 
Blake, of course, isn’t one of the great poets of the cen­ 
tury . 
An a ccident of politics, as much as a ny thing, and 
the ga v lilt of a ca tchy tune, ha v e kept his song aliv e. But 
he put New York in his debt by writing it, just the sa me, 
and when he got down on his luck New \ ork sa w to it that 
he and his family didn’t ha v e to suiter. 
And that is the sort of debt that doesn’t often get ac- 
knowledeged in this country . 
We take our poets as a ma tter of course. 
While they ’re 
working we let them get a long as best they can, and when 
they quit we look on them as fantastic and impra ctical 
folk who are more or less bound to wind up on their up­ 
pers; and a lthough they giv e us songs to sing that ma ke 
life easier and more plea sant, we seldom figure that we 
rea lly owe them a ny thing. 
But the world would he a da rker and sa dder pla ce with­ 
out its songs— ev en its poor o n e s . 
Ta ke this “ Sidewa lks” song, for instance. 
It isn’t, rea l­ 
ly , much of a song. 
No editor is likely to include it in an 
a nthology of the na tion’s best v erse. 
But it is worth ha v ­ 
ing, just the sa me. 
It picks up, somehow, a tra ce or two 
of the a tmosphere of a great city ; now and then, bey ond 
a doubt, it has helped some dweller in that city to ima gine 
tha t his lot is a trifle more colorful and cheerful than it 
rea lly is. 
And to do that, ev en if only for a few, is well 
worth doing. 
The poet who rema rked that lie didn't especia lly care 
who ma de a na tion’s la ws as long as he could ma ke its 
songs really knew wha t he wa s about. 
W e might, in a 
pinch, get a long without la ws; probably , some da y , when 
the race ha s got a few score more centuries distant from 
barbarism, we shall a ctua lly be a ble to do so. 
But ev en 
in that da y w e ’ll need our songs; songs to ma ke us forget 
the things we lost and hope for the things we can nev er 
get.
